FRANKFORT, Ky. - House Republi- 
cans announced steps forward Tuesday 
in their independent investigation of 
sexual harassment claims in the legisla- 
ture on Tuesday, even as Democrats 
urged GOP leaders to hold off until they 
could be included in the decision. 

House Speaker Pro Tempore David 
Osborne said the Middleton Reutlinger 
law firm had been retained to advise the 
speaker’s office on personnel and hu- 
man resources issues.

Representatives that must ultimately be 
disclosed to the public,” Osborne said in 
a statement Tuesday afternoon.

Democrats, meanwhile, raised con- 
cerns about the investigation’s inde- 
pendence.

The history between U.S. Sen. Rand 
Paul and his accused attacker is filled 
with years of angst and petty argu- 
ments over misplaced lawn trimmings 
and branches, the neighborhood’s de- 
veloper said. 

“I think this is some- 
thing that has been fes- 
tering,” said Jim 
Skaggs, the developer 
of the Rivergreen gated 
community in Bowling 
Green, where the two 
men live. “... I wanted to 
build a place where everyone could get 
along, but I guess that’s just impossi- 
ble.” 

Paul suffered five broken ribs and 
lacerations on his lungs after his 
neighbor, 59-year-old retired doctor 
Rene Boucher, allegedly tackled the 
politician last week, according to an 
arrest warrant obtained by Courier 
Journal. 

Kentucky State Police charged Bou- 
cher with fourth-degree assault, 
which is usually reserved for 
incidents that result in minor injuries. 
If federal charges are added, Boucher
